My  Lord,  Mrs.  Hawley  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  period  1939-42.  Pressure  of  urgent  work  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  war  effort,  additional  responsibilities  and  other  difficulties 
has  led  to  great  delay  in  the  preparation  of  the  reports.  Now  that  writing 
has  again  become  a  possibility,  it  seems  wise  for  reasons  of  economy  and 
expediency  to  deal  with  the  years  1939-42  in  one  volume. 

The  vital  statistics  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  but  in  considering 
the  various  rates,  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  influence  of  wartime 
conditions  on  the  constitution  of  the  population.  The  birth  rate  like 
that  of  the  country  shows  an  upward  trend.  The  rate  of  17.4  per 
1,000  of  living  population  is  the  highest  rate  recorded  for  many  years. 
The  death  rates  are  very  satisfactory  during  1939-42  with  the  exception 
of  1941  when  the  local  rate  of  14.31  exceeded  that  for  the  country.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  shows  some  fluctuation,  but  if  the  mean  rate  of  41.42 
for  the  quinquennium  1938-42  is  compared  with  the  corresponding  rate  of 
51.4  for  the  country,  the  environmental  status  of  the  district  is  favourable. 

Certain  of  the  zymotic  diseases  have  been  more  in  evidence  than  in 
former  years.  Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  have  been  more  prevalent. 

In  the  sphere  of  preventive  medicine  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report  on 
the  very  good  results  which  have  been  achieved  by  voluntary  effort  in 
connection  with  diphtheria  immunisation. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
I  have  received  from  the  Council  and  the  assistance  which  is  so  willingly 
afforded  me  by  the  executive  officers  of  the  local  authority.  Such  help 
has  eased  the  burden  of  the  many  additional  responsibilities  I  have  had 
to  carry  as  the  result  of  wartime  conditions. 

I  must  also  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  splendid  help  I  received 
from  my  former  colleague.  Dr.  J.  A.  Roughead,  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Clackmannanshire,  prior  to  his  resignation  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  The  fact  that  he  handed  me  the  1939  report  in  draft 
and  initiated  me  into  the  health  problems  of  the  district  made  the  change¬ 
over  very  easy  for  me  even  in  spite  of  wartime  difficulties.

SECTION  A. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Area — The  area  of  the  district  is  59,005  acres. 

Population — The  estimated  resident  population  at  the  mid-years 
show  a  wide  variation  due  to  the  influence  of  wartime  conditions.  For 
1939,  estimated  populations  have  been  determined  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  the  calculation  of  (a)  birth  rates,  and  (b)  death  rates  and  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  and  infectious  diseases.  From  1940,  the  Registrar- 
General  reverted  to  the  normal  procedure  of  providing  an  estimated 
population  for  the  calculation  of  all  rates. 

Deaths — The  death  rates  are  based  on  the  estimated  civilian  popula¬ 
tions  ;  the  non-civilian  deaths  registered  after  3rd  September,  1939, 
have  been  excluded  from  the  returns.  As  will  be  noted  from  the  detailed 
information  as  to  the  various  diseases,  which  contributed  to  the  total 
number  of  deaths  during  1939-42,  (Tables  Nos.  1  and  2)  the  list  of  the 
causes  was  amended  in  1940,  following  the  use  of  the  new  Abridged  List  of 
Causes  from  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death 
(1938).  The  tabulated  lists  on  pages  23  and  24  show  the  number  of 
deaths  belonging  to  the  district  after  correction  for  inward  and  outward 
transferable  deaths. 

The  following  table  shows  the  death  rates  for  1938-42,  together  with 
comparative  figures  for  the  Administrative  County  and  England  and 
Wales.  In  order  to  eliminate  differences  in  age  and  sex  constitutions  of 
local  populations,  and  in  order  to  enable  truer  comparisons  to  be  made, 
the  Registrar-General  has  calculated  a  ‘  comparability  '  factor  which, 
multiplied  by  the  '  recorded  ’  death  rate,  makes  allowance  for  the 
differences  in  the  constitution  of  populations.  This  factor  is  not  available 
for  1941-42,  owing  to  the  magnitude  of  local  population  changes  and  the 
uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war  deaths.

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Birth  Rate — Owing  to  the  large  movements  of  population  during  the 
last  quarter  of  1939,  the  normal  practice  of  transferring  births  to  the 
mother’s  usual  place  of  residence  was  not  followed,  but  instead  births  were 
assigned  to  the  area  in  which  the  mother  was  temporarily  residing  as  the 
result  of  wartime  conditions.  For  1940-42,  the  Registrar-General 
reverted  to  the  normal  procedure  of  assigning  births  to  the  areas  where  the 
mothers  have  their  usual  place  of  residence.  The  following  table  shows 
the  trend  of  the  birth  rate  for  1938-42.  The  rate  of  17.40  for  1942  is  the 
highest  rate  recorded  since  1921  when  the  rate  was  21.27  per  1,000  of  living 
population.

Maternal  Mortality — It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  no  deaths 
were  assigned  to  puerperal  causes  or  other  conditions  associated  with 
childbirth,  during  the  four  years  under  review. 

Infant  Mortality — ^The  same  rules  were  used  by  the  Registrar-General 
for  assigning  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  as  was  followed  for  births.

The  rates  for  1939-42  are  very  satisfactory  when  due  regard  is  paid 
to  the  number  of  neonatal  deaths  in  1941-42,  as  compared  with  the 
country.  A  study  of  the  rates  for  the  district  since  1919,  taken  as  a 
whole,  shows  a  downward  trend. 

The  infants  who  die  in  a  given  year  are  not  necessarily  the  same 
infants  who  are  born  during  that  year.  Where  there  is  a  wide  variation 
in  the  number  of  births  in  successive  years  or  where  there  is  a  diminished 
proportion  of  females  of  child-bearing  age  in  a  community,  the  rate  may 
be  over  or  under-stated.  The  question  may  arise  in  the  reader's  mind 
as  to  why  the  age  specific  death-rate  under  one  year  is  not  used  as 
a  measure  of  infant  mortality.  Such  would  be  the  practice  if  it  were 
possible  to  obtain  an  accurate  age  distribution  of  population  during  the 
inter-census  periods.  But,  because  of  this  difficulty  the  computations 
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would  contain  large  errors,  whereas,  as  the  registration  of  births  is  accurate, 
the  infant  mortality  rate  is  generally  used  as  a  measure  of  infant  mortality 
rather  than  the  simple  age  specific  death-rate  under  one  year.  The 
number  of  babies  born  in  a  given  year  is  held  to  be  a  fair  index  of  the 
number  exposed  to  risk  of  death  under  one  year,  because,  e.g.,  a  baby  born 
on  1st  December  of  a  given  year  is  only  exposed  to  the  risk  of  dying  within 
that  calendar  month.  But  on  the  other  hand,  given  a  fairly  stable  popu¬ 
lation  and  accurate  registration  of  births,  the  error  on  the  absolute  value 
will  be  constant  over  a  fairly  long  period  of  time,  and,  because  constant, 
the  variations  will  be  negligible  when  the  rates  are  used  for  comparative 
purposes. 

The  rate  is  commonly  used  as  an  index  of  the  hygienic  state  of  a 
community,  and  reflects  inter  alia  the  standard  of  housing,  child  care, 
nutrition,  general  sanitation,  etc.  Applied  in  this  manner,  the  improve¬ 
ment  which  has  taken  place  is  brought  to  focus  when  a  series  of  rates  is 
critically  examined,  such  as  is  shown  in  Table  No.  4. 

Neonatal  iVlortality — Infants  who  die  within  twenty-eight  days  of 
independent  existence  are  classified  as  neonatal  deaths.  This  important 
feature  of  infant  mortality  and  its  contribution  to  the  total  rate  is  shown 
in  Table  No.  3,  page  25.  The  neonatal  death-rate  per  1,000  live  births 
together  with  the  nett  number  of  deaths  was  :

Many  of  the  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  independent 
existence.  Although  most  of  the  deaths  in  this  group  are  not  due  to 
preventable  causes,  yet  a  number  must  be  regarded  as  due  to  causes  which 
are  indirectly  preventable. 
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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  facilities — Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of 
water  are  undertaken  by  Messrs.  Bostock  Hill  and  Rigby,  Public  Analysts, 
Birmingham.  Milk  samples  are  examined  at  the  County  Health  Labora¬ 
tory,  Northampton.  Until  June,  1941,  the  laboratory  associated  with  the 
diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  was  carried  out  by  the  Patholo¬ 
gist  at  Northampton  General  Hospital  on  a  fee  per  specimen  basis.  Since 
then  this  work  has  been  carried  out  by  a  bacteriologist  at  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  same  hospital.  This  laboratory  service 
was  established  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  to  assist  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  throughout  the  country  in  dealing  with  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  which  it  was  anticipated  would  occur  under  wartime 
conditions.  The  service  is  administered  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  annual  fixed  charge  is  £311/6. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  tlu 
Diphtheria  Antitoxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910,  a  supply  of  antitoxin 
is  maintained  at  the  Town  Hall  and  is  available  free  of  charge  to  medical 
practitioners  for  use  in  the  district. 

Ambulance  facilities — Non-infectious  and  accident  cases  are 
removed  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  Ambulance  stationed 
at  Towcester.  The  service  is  efficient  and  meets  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home — Seven  District  Nursing  Associations  which 
are  affiliated  with  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association,  make  the 
services  of  their  nurses  available  for  general,  maternity  and  midwifery 
cases. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — Child  Welfare  Clinics  provided  by 
the  County  Council  are  held  once  each  month  at  Towcester  and  Potters- 
pury.  An  antenatal  clinic  is  also  held  by  the  County  Council  Health 
Department  once  monthly  at  Towcester. 

Hospitals — There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  The  Smallpox 
hospital  became  superfluous  to  the  council  following  on  the  creation  of 
the  Western  Northamptonshire  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases — The  local  authority 
is  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  of  the  Western  Northamptonshire 
Joint  Hospital  Board.  The  Board  was  created  by  Order  of  the  Minister 
of  Health  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  on  him  by  Section  6,  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  A  Joint  Board  consisting  of  21  members 
with  representatives  from  the  Boroughs  of  Brackley  and  Daventry  and  the 
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Rural  Districts  of  Brackley,  Daventry,  Northampton  and  Towcestei 
was  created  under  the  order.  The  council  is  represented  on  the  Board 
by  four  members.  The  appointed  day  was  1st  April,  1938.  The  Board’s 
principal  hospital  consisting  of  18  beds  is  situated  at  Staverton,  near 
Daventry.  In  addition,  8  beds  are  available  for  smallpox  at  Hardingstone 
Isolation  Hospital,  near  Northampton. 

The  revenue  of  the  Board  is  obtained  by  precept  levied  on  the  con¬ 
stituent  authorities,  whilst  in  addition  a  daily  charge  for  maintenance  is 
made  for  each  patient  admitted  to  hospital.  The  precepts  levied  by  the 
Board  on  the  Council  were  for  1939,  1940,  1941  and  1942,  ^383  (half  year), 
£682,  £634  and  £660  respectively. 


SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT, 


Water  Supply — The  schemes  for  the  provision  and  augmentation  of 
water  supplies  as  described  in  1938  have  for  the  most  part  been  held  in 
abeyance.  A  local  enquiry  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
was  held  at  Silverstone  on  16th  August,  1939.  The  scheme  was  approved 
and  completed  in  1941.  The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  a  main 
spring,  collected  in  an  underground  tank  and  then  pumped  by  electric 
centrifugal  pumps  to  an  elevated  tower  at  Whittlebury.  The  villages  of 
Silverstone  and  Whittlebury  are  supplied  under  constant  pressure  by 
gravitation. 

In  1940,  chlorination  apparatus  was  installed  at  certain  of  the  local 
supplies  in  accordance  with  an  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
In  a  number  of  villages  the  supply  has  been  intermittent  due  to  the  low 
yield  of  the  wells.  The  village  of  Blisworth  remains  in  an  unsatisfactory 
position  as  regards  water  supply. 

Sewage  disposal,  drainage  and  sewerage — -No  work  of  importance  has 
been  undertaken. 


Rivers  and  streams — The  alleged  nuisance  due  to  the  discharge  of 
trade  waste  into  the  Passenham  Brook  has  received  much  attention. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  an  inspection  was 
carried  out  by  an  Inspector.  It  appears  that  the  council  have  little  control 
over  the  matter  but  the  brook  course  has  been  kept  under  observation.

Disinfection— The  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  is  carried  out 
by  means  of  a  portable  Thresh  disinfector.  Concurrent  and  terminal 
disinfection  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants  is  carried  out  in 
homes  where  infectious  disease  is  notified. 


Scabies — A  few  cases  of  this  non-notifiable  infestation  came  to  notice. 
It  was  not  found  necessary  to  make  use  of  the  provisions  of  the  Scabies 
Order,  1941,  which  gives  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  very  extensive 
powers  of  examination  and  treatment. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  case  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  was 
reported. 
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Moveable  Dwellings — No  licences  were  granted  by  the  council  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  S.269. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919— The  County  Council  as  the 
authority  under  this  Act  have  delegated  their  powers  as  provided  under 
Section  2  (2)  to  the  council.  No  major  infestations  came  to  the  notice  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Public  Cleansing — The  scheme  for  the  regular  collection  of  house 
refuse  as  described  in  1938  is  functioning  satisfactorily  and  calls  for  no 
comment.

In  1939,  seventy-nine  houses  were  constructed  by  the  council,  at 
Greens  Norton  (47),  Potterspury  (12),  Cosgrove  (121,  and  Shutlanger  (8). 
During  1940  seventy-three  houses  were  constructed,  at  Silverstone  (56), 
Litchborough  (11),  Maidford  (2)  and  Whittlebury  (4). 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  during  1939,  demolition  orders  in  respect 
of  39  of  the  41  houses  which  comprised  the  Litchborough,  Maidford  and 
Wicken  Clearance  Areas  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  follow¬ 
ing  a  public  local  enquiry  held  on  10th  February,  1939.  Maidford  Area 
No.  2  was  excluded  on  the  owner  undertaking  to  make  the  two  houses 
fit  for  human  habitation.  The  result  of  the  local  enquir}/  into  Clearance 
Areas,  Slapton  Nos.  1  and  2,  and  Weston  and  Weedon  Nos.  1-6,  com¬ 
prising  26  houses  was  not  known  when  housing  activities  were  suspended. 
In  addition  the  local  enquiry  into  the  Areas  of  Grafton  Regis  Nos.  1  and 
2,  and  Paulespury  Nos,  1-8  was  suspended. 

The  result  of  the  stand-still  order  on  the  demolition  of  unfit  property 
has  necessitated  the  continued  occupation  of  slum  houses.  In  a  number 
of  instances  the  houses  occupied  are  deteriorating  at  such  an  alarming 
rate  that  the  occupants  are  suffering  both  in  bodily  and  mental  comfort. 
This  factor  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  parish  of  Silverstone  where  as 
the  outcome  of  conditions  beyond  the  control  of  the  council  the  new 
houses  erected  in  1940  are  not  yet  available  for  the  tenants  who  are  to  be 
displaced. 

I  note  with  regret  that  certain  of  the  council  houses  are  not  being 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  by  the  tenants.  In  one  area  the 
gardens  and  the  paths  show  evidence  of  continued  neglect.  In  addition 
the  gardens  are  disfigured  by  a  heterogeneous  collection  of  unsightly  out¬ 
buildings  and  accumulations  of  wood,  etc. 

Due  to  the  acute  housing  shortage  and  the  reception  of  evacuees 
from  the  danger  areas  certain  houses  which  are  condemned  have  been  let 
under  licence  granted  under  the  terms  of  Regulation  68A  and  68AA  of  the 
Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939.  Constant  vigilance  is  being  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  on  the  situation  to 
ensure  that  any  cottages  let  are  occupied  by  hona  fide  tenants  and  that 
the  rents  charged  are  reasonable. 

A  detailed  summary  of  the  housing  activities  of  the  council  during  the 
past  decade  are  shov\m  in  Tables  Nos.  7=10,  and  the  details  of  work 
carried  out  during  1939-42  is  shown  in  Table  No.  6.

Milk  Sampling- — Samples  of  milk  taken  during  the  course  of  delivery 
to  the  consumers,  have  in  spite  of  war  time  travel  difficulties  been  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bac¬ 
teriological  tests  of  cleanliness  and  keeping  qualities.  Sampling  has 
been  carried  out  for  a  number  of  years  with  the  object  of  improving  the 
conditions  under  which  non-designated  milk  is  handled  and  produced. 
Whilst  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926  does  not  prescribe  any  bacterio¬ 
logical  standards,  the  reports  on  the  samples  have  an  educational  value 
and  indicate  to  producers  and  retailers  the  standard  of  cleanliness  they 
attain  in  producing  clean  milk  and  also  its  keeping  quality.  The  results 
of  the  examinations  are  conveyed  to  the  producers  and  retailers  and  when 
adverse  reports  are  received  advice  is  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  on 
production  and  handling.  The  bacteriological  test  used  is  the  methylene 
blue  reduction  test.  The  standards  on  which  the  milks  are  classified  are 
as  follows  ;

During  1939,  and  until  16tli  January,  1940,  when  the  Livestock 
(Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  S.R.  &  O.,  1940,  No.  41,  made 
by  the  Minister  of  Food,  came  into  force,  the  work  of  inspection  was 
carried  out  as  in  former  years  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  who  holds 
the  Meat  Inspection  Certificate.  Under  this  order  slaughtering  for  the 
district  and  surrounding  areas  was  centralised  at  abattoirs  in  Northamp¬ 
ton.  This  order  further  provided  that  with  certain  exceptions,  no  person 
shall  slaughter  or  cause  to  be  slaughtered,  any  livestock  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  without  the  authority  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  This  war-time 
measure  has  been  the  greatest  step  forward  in  the  control  of  slaughtering 
and  slaughterhouses  since  1847.  The  Towns  Improvement  Clauses  Act 
of  1847,  made  certain  provisions  for  the  registration  and  licensing  of 
private  slaughterhouses  and  gave  power  to  local  authorities  to  make  bye¬ 
laws.  These  provisions  without  alteration  were  embodied  in  the  Public 
Health  Act  of  1875,  slightly  amended  by  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amend¬ 
ment)  Act,  1890,  and  remained  as  the  statutory  basis  until  1939  for  the 
control  of  slaughterhouses  and  slaughtering.  The  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1939,  has  afforded 
local  authorities  the  power  to  deal  with  unsatisfactory  slaughterhouses 
and  to  exercise  a  greater  measure  of  control  over  those  which  are  registered 
or  licensed. 


SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smafipox — No  cases  were  reported. 

Scarlet  Fever — Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  1939 
as  compared  with  12  cases  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases 
increased  to  nine  in  1940,  and  to  21  and  13  during  1941  and  1942,  respec¬ 
tively.  Apart  from  a  localised  outbreak  totalling  seven  cases  at  Yardley 
Gobion  in  1942,  no  other  parish  had  more  than  three  cases  during  any 
year  under  review.  In  general  the  disease  as  seen  in  the  district  was  of  a 
mild  type.  There  were  no  deaths  in  the  district,  but  one  female  who  died 
in  the  Rural  District  of  Bedford  on  13th  November,  1939,  was  credited  to 
the  area  as  a  '  transfer  in.  ’  death. 

Diphtheria — Two  cases  were  notified  in  1939  and  1940.  The  number, 
however,  rose  sharply  to  14  in  1941,  but  dropped  to  four  in  1942. 

Parish  of  Silverstone — Seven  of  the  cases  notified  during  1941  occurred  at 
Silverstone.  Six  attended  the  Church  of  England  School  and  were  notified 
during  September  and  October.  The  onset  of  the  first  case  notified  was  stated 
to  be  25th  September.  On  investigation  it  was  ascertained  that  a  child  who 
attended  the  school  had  died  in  a  general  hospital  on  22nd  September  ;  the 
certified  cause  of  death  being  ‘  toxaemia  :  streptococcal  ulceration  of  throat.” 
The  scholars  attending  the  school  and  the  staff  were  examined  and  one  clinical 
case,  with  membrane  covering  both  tonsils,  was  discovered  and  removed  to 
hospital.  Every  child  attending  school,  as  well  as  the  staff,  had  swabs  taken 
from  the  nose  and  throat.  One  carrier  was  discovered  and  temporarily  excluded. 
Schick  testing  was  carried  out  on  all  scholars  attending  school  and  no  reactors 
were  discovered  at  the  end  of  48  hours  or  after  four  days.  Children  who  had 
not  been  immunised  were  given  Alum-Precipitated  Toxoid.  The  seventh  case 
was  that  of  a  female  35  years  of  age  who  was  a  contact  of  one  of  the  clinical 
cases.  No  child  who  had  been  immunised  contracted  the  disease.  The  causal 
organism  was  C.  diphtheviae  gravis  and  the  clinical  pictures  were  those  of  a 
severe  infection  of  a  grave  character.  The  origin  of  the  cases  appeared  to  be 
the  ‘  missed  case  ’  who  died  in  hospital,  since  the  cases  at  school  all  came  from 
the  same  class-room,  sat  in  the  adjoining  seats  and  were  thus  exposed  to  the 
infection.  All  cases  from  the  school  recovered. 

Parish  of  Tiffield — A  small  but  nevertheless  interesting  outbreak  occurred 
during  December,  1940,  at  a  residential  school  where  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  has  been  the  practice  since  1937.  On  12th  December,  1940,  a  boy 
(W)  aged  14  years  was  notified  as  suffering  from  diphtheria.  When  seen  he 
was  found  to  have  both  tonsils  covered  with  membrane  Avith  an  extension  on 
to  the  soft  palate.  Cervical  adenopathy  was  marked  and  he  presented  the 
classical  description  of  the  ‘  bull  neck.’  Erom  the  faucial  le.sion  he  would  have 
been  adjudged  a  very  severe  infection,  but  his  general  condition  was  very  much 
better  than  one  would  have  expected  considering  the  area  available  for  toxin 
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absorption.  He  had  been  immunised.  On  14th  December  a  further  clinical 
case  appeared  in  a  scholar  (L)  aged  15  years  who  had  a  patch  of  membrane  on 
one  tonsil.  The  toxaemia  was  minimal.  He  also  had  been  immunised.  Two 
suspicious  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  for  observation  on  17th  December, 
but  were  discharged  in  a  few  days  the  diagnosis  not  being  confirmed.  Two 
further  clinical  cases  made  their  appearance  on  28th  December  (H)  and  (Y). 
Both  had  patches  of  membrane  on  both  tonsils  with  mild  cervical  adenopathy. 
Here  again  the  toxaemia  was  less  than  one  would  expect  from  the  faucial  lesion. 
Both  had  been  immunised.  These  four  cases  showed  at  least  clinically  that 
their  level  of  immunity  was  of  sufficient  degree  to  resist  the  full  onslaught  of 
the  toxin  of  C.  diphtheriae  gravis.  All  cases  made  uneventful  recoveries  in 
hospital.  During  the  month,  the  population  at  risk  was  kept  under  observation 
and  ten  swabs  were  taken  from  suspicious  cases.  Four  carriers  were  discovered. 
Three  of  the  carriers  had  three  sets  of  negative  cultures  by  14th  January,  1941, 
whilst  the  fourth  did  not  become  free  of  the  causal  organism  until  19th  March, 
1941.  The  school  remained  free  from  the  infection  until  15th  December,  1941, 
when  a  boy  who  had  been  in  residence  for  four  weeks  developed  the  disease. 
He  had  had  one  injection  of  A.P.T.  two  weeks  previously  and  therefore  had  not 
sufficient  time  to  develop  protection. 

I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  invaluable  assistance  I  received 
from  the  headmasters  of  the  schools  and  the  counsel  and  advice  afforded 
me  by  the  Count}^  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  particularly  in  the  parish  of 
Tif  field. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation — The  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  No. 
2230,  dated  December,  1940,  authorised  local  authorities  to  make  provi¬ 
sion  for  facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  provided  that  the 
arrangements  would  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  council  were  advised  by  the  Ministry  that  any  arrangements 
made  should  be  in  consultation  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
and  School  Authorities,  so  that  there  should  be  concerted  action  directed 
towards  immunising  the  greatest  number  of  children  in  the  shortest  pos¬ 
sible  time.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  through  the  agency  of  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  and  the  School  Medical  Service.  The  prophylactic  used 
is  Alum-Precipitated  Toxoid  and  this  is  supplied  free  of  charge  by  the 
Ministry/  of  Health  through  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  The  process  of  immunisation  is  safe  and  simple  and  consists  of 
giving  the  child  two  or  at  the  most  three  small  injections  under  the  skin. 
Protection  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  is  complete  in  about  twelve 
weeks.  In  order  that  the  population  at  risk  may  receive  the  maximum 
benefit,  it  is  essential  that  at  least  80%  of  children  under  15  years  of  age 
be  protected.  The  success  of  the  scheme  has  been  substantial  and 
reflects  clearly  the  degree  of  success  already  attained  by  vohmtarj^  means 
backed  by  national  and  local  propaganda. 

The  following  table  shows  the  rate  of  progress  of  immunisation. 
The  estimated  percentage  immunised  between  5  and  15  years  is  excep¬ 
tionally  good,  but  there  is  need  for  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  under  five  years  to  be  protected,  as  the  morbidity  and  mortality 
is  liighest  at  this  age  period.

Puerperal  Pyrexia— Two  cases  were  notified  in  1939  and  1941  whilst 
one  case  only  came  to  notice  in  1942.  No  deaths  were  recorded. 

Pneumonia — In  1939-42  a  total  of  65  cases  of  acute  primary  or 
influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified.  The  maximum  number  reported 
in  any  of  the  years  was  23  in  1941.  These  notifications  coincided  with  a 
period  of  adverse  weather  conditions.  The  disease  ‘  pneumonia  ’  was 
assigned  as  the  primary  cause  of  death  in  34  cases.  The  cases  notified 
are  not  necessarily  the  same  cases  who  died  from  the  disease,  as  the  assign¬ 
ment  of  death  to  this  cause  also  included  secondary  forms  of  pneumonia 
which  are  not  notifiable. 

Erysipelas — Three  cases  were  notified  in  1940  and  one  in  1941. 
No  deaths  were  ascribed  to  this  disease.  All  the  cases  occurred  in  persons 
over  45  years  of  age. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis — Two  cases  were  reported  in  1942  ;  one  in 
each  of  the  parishes  of  Pattishall  and  Blisworth.  Both  were  males  over 
15  years  of  age.  No  deaths  were  recorded. 

Measles — The  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  Regulations,  1939, 
made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  as  provisional  regulations  came  into  force 
in  November,  1939.  The  primary  object  of  these  regulations  was  to 
enable  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  ascertain  readily  and  rapidly  the  incidence 
of  these  diseases  as  they  ma}^  be  affected  by  the  displacement  of  child 
population  which  resulted  from  the  emergency  mea.sures. 

An  epidemic  occurred  during  1940-41  with  a  total  of  759  cases. 
The  incidence  of  the  disease  increased  rapidly  from  July,  1940,  to  the 
peak  of  the  epidemic  in  January,  1941.  The  epidemic  came  to  a  close  in 
June,  1941.  Thirteen  sporadic  cases  were  notified  in  1942.  The  infec¬ 
tion  was  of  a  mild  type  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

Whooping  Gough — An  outbreak  of  whooping  cough  took  place  at  a 
Government  Evacuation  Nursery  Party  at  Wakefield  Lodge  in  November- 
December,  1939.  Twenty  cases  were  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital,  Northampton.  The  cost  was  met  by  the  Government.  Four 
cases  were  reported  in  Passenham  parish  in  1940,  but  the  epidemic  wliich 
took  place  throughout  the  district  did  not  become  manifest  until  1941. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  coming  to  notice  was  218.  There  were  two^ 
deaths  associated  with  the  epidemic.  Five  sporadic  cases  were  notified 
in  1942. 

Full  statistical  details  showing  age  incidence  ;  monthly  incidence 
and  the  parish  incidence  are  shown  in  Tables  Nos.  13 — 15,  pages  44—^8. 

Closure  of  Schools — It  was  not  considered  advisable  to  take  any 
action  under  the  Elementary  Education  Provisional  Code,  1922,  Article 
57.  The  small  epidemic  of  diphtheria  at  Silverstone  Church  of  England 
School  was  effectively  controlled  by  methods  already  enumerated. 

Tuberculosis — No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section 
172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  number  of  new  cases,  showing  age  and  sex  incidence  of  tuberculo¬ 
sis  and  of  deaths  from  the  disease  during  1939-42  are  shown  in  Tables 
Nos.  16  and  17,  page  49.
